acts for himself.. Politically. he is an 
anarchist.- He is lazy and cham- 
‘pions vested interests, is: thrifty hop- 
ing. to accumulate and exploit others, 
is Intensely’ patriotic and orthodox, 
and is ruthless, arrogant, boastful and 
intolerant, : ; 


The altruist is the direct antithesis | 
of the egotist. He is generous and} 
unselfish, always thinking of others. | 
.His philosophy ts liberal and tolerant. | widridge, of the telephone staff, spent 
the week end in Edmonton. 


He'is industrious for the good of 
others, but forgetful of the immense 
economic advantages of organization 
on a colossal scale. He is inclined 
to give too freely; he tends to be 
_pharisaical. Religiously merciful ang 
loving, he tends to Puritanism and 
beterodoxy.. “Sufferance is the badge 
of all his. tribe.” 

The socialist in moral philosophy is 
an “equitist,” balanced as against the 
unbalance of the other two groups. 
Socialism is the philosophy of society 
in the mass, including equally the 
ego and the alter. The socialist con- 
tention is that the altruist unwitting- 
ly plays into the hands of the egotist 
and so hinders progress. While the 
‘egotist oppresses, cheats and insults, 
the alrtuist cheats himself and invit- 
es insult. Socialist philosophy stands 
neither to cheat or be cheated and so 
represents equity or impartial jus- 
tice. 

A certain type of ultra-altruist calls 
himself a “Christian Socialist.” - The 
ethics of socialism are not in the least 
identical with this. The inspiring 
principle of ‘socialism -is ultimate 
economic justice or equity and has 
never. been anything else. 

_ “New occasions teach new duties,’ 
andthe aim of- the coming society 
will be unlike that of any previous or- 
der of civilization; not hoarding of 
wealth but development of human 
perfection. .The orthodox socialist 
view is that thrift is a vice rather 
than a virtue. Hoarding is stealing 
from posterity. »Present thrift makes 
future famine by giving power to 
someone to make someone else serve. 

_Parasitism in the form of the idler 
or the unproductive worker or peggar 
will be taboo, whatever his present 
place in society may be. 

Brotherhood will acquire a richer 
and nobler meaning. There will be 
no lazy leisured class, either rich or 
poor. With the organization of the 
state on a human instead of a class 
basis, graft and plunder will cease. 

- Rev. G. D. Armstrong referred to 
“glaring inadequacies” in Mr. Harris’ 
address, and said he was reminded of 
the man who for convenience in 
studying an elephant had evolved an 
elephant out of his own inner  con- 
sciousness. Mr. Harris’ elephant was 
his ideal state where he emphasized 
rights rather than responsibility. He 
took the speaker to task on certain 
references to marital relations and 
matters of education. He admitted it 
might be clever to speak of the 
crime of theft, but doubted if it was 
profitable to do 80. We must discover 
and hold what has worth in the old 
ideas. ‘ 

Mrs. Powell, H. Willson, R.° G. 
Dawe, Chas. Snell and Mr. Harris dis- 
cusseq the question of ‘thrift and 
other points. Mr. Snell emphasized 
the fact that it was every man’s duty 
to do his share, and deprecated the 
capitalist at the top and the hobo at 
the bottom of the economic scale. 

* Chairman R. L. Gaetz, summing up, 
referred to the supersensitive nation- 
alism of small groups in Europe, and 
emphasized the fact that competition 
must give way to co-operation; our 
ideals must change or another civill-: 
zation will take the place of the pres- 
ent one. He estimated the 
speaker to be more altruistic than 
he had really given himself credit for. 
Speaking as a student of events, prin- 
ciples. and theories, and disclaiming 
any desire to sermonize, Mr. Gaetz 
expressed his conviction that only 
the application of the teachings of 
Jesus Christ will get our feet out of 
the mire. Unselfishness and sacrifice 
must be the essence of the new civili- 
zation. 

R. B. Welliver expressed himself as 
strongly in accord with Mr. Harris’ 
views, and moved a vote of thanks to 
the speaker.

WHEREAS the “City, of Red Deer city the service.tax in any year; and 


bas prayed for certain amendments to, 
‘| chapter 70 of the Consolidated Ordi- 
nances of the North-West Territories,] such names already appear on 


being The Municipal Ordinance and 


the amendments thereto, and_ the 
Ordinance and Acts respécting Red 
Deer; 


And whereas it is . expedient to 
grant the prayer of the said petition; 

Therefore His Majesty, by. and with 
the advice and consent of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Province of Al- 
berta, endcts as follows: - 


Section 1, - 


1. Chapter 36 of the Statutes of the 
Province of Alberta, 191% (Second 
Session), is amended by _ inserting 
after section 13 o€ the said chapter a 
new section 18a, as follows: 


“13a. Except as hereinafter provid- 
ed, every person, male or female, of 
the age of 21 years or over, who resiq- 
es in the City of Red Deer for at Jeast 
three months shall, upon the passing 
of a by-law therefor, pay to the City 
of Red Deer each year, as part of the 
general revenues of the city, a tax for 
services rendered by the city, herein 
referred to as ‘the service tax,’ or ‘the’ 
said tax.’. : 


“(2) For the purposes of this sec- 
tion, residence within the City of Red 
Deer shall be understood as actual 
residence therein for the said period 
of three months, irrespective of 
whether such person intends to reside 
in the city permanently, or whether 
or not the said period of residence is 
wholly or in part only. within the year 
in which the said tax becomes due. 

“(3) The amount of the annual ser- 
vice tax payable by each person Hable 
therefor shall be not less than the sum 
of $5 or more than the sum of $25 as 
provided in the next subsection. 

“(4) The council of the city may 
pass a by-law fixing the amount of the 
annual service tax for all persons as 
above ‘provided . and the _ council 
may differentixte between the amount 
payable by different classes of persons 
so as to fix the amount thereof payable 
by each class of persons in-accordance 
with any basis cf classification the 
council may adopt for such purpose. 


“(5) Married women residing with 


‘| their husbands shall: be exempt from 


the said tax, and the council may also 
by by-law provide for exempting 
therefrom any other class or classes 
of persons. 


“(6) The service tax for the year 
1921 shall become due and payable on 
the first day of July, 1921, unless the 
council by by-law fixes an earlier 
date for the payment thereof, in 
which case the service tax shall be- 
come due and payable on the 
fixed by such by-law. 


“(7) The service tax shall become, 
due and payable in each year 
the year 1921 on the first day of Janu- 
ary of such year. 


“(8) If any person has not resided 
within the city for three months prior 
to the date the service tax becomes 
due and payable in any year, such per- 
son shall become liable to pay to the 
city the said tax for that year as soon 
as such person shall have been a resi- 
dent of the city for three months. 


“(9) The service tax shall be due 
and payable from each person liable 
therefor upon and after the date such 
tax becomes due and payable in any 
year, or as soon as any person shall 
have been a resident of the city _ for 
three months, without any formal de- 
mand for payment thereof. 

“(10) Every employer, including 
partnerships and companies, shall up- 
on application therefor to such em- 
ployer, or to the manger of the busi- 
ness of such employer, either person- 
ally, or by letter addressed to the 
place of business, furnish forthwith to 
the Treasurer of the city, or to any 
person authorized by him to apply 
therefor, the name and address of each 
and every person in his or its em- 
ploy, and the wages or salary paid to 
such employee, and of any other in- 
formation that may be reasonably re- 
quired for the purpose of the said tax. 

“11 Every person shall furnish 
forthwith, upon request made tHerefor 
by the Treasurer of the city, or by 
any other person authorized by him to 
apply therefor, his, or her name, place | 
and period of residence within the 
city, and shall also inform the Treas- 
urer or other person whether or not 
he or she is of the age of 21 years, or 
over, and the wages or salary receiv- 
ed during the three months preceding 
the date the said tax became due and 
payable by such person to the city. 

“(12) Every employer, and the 
manager of the business of such em- 
ployer, and every person who refuses, 
or neglects for three days after re- 
quest made therefor, to furnish.the 
information required to be furnished 
under either of the said two preceding 
subsections, or who furnishes any 
false information, shall upon summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a pen- 
alty not exceeding $100.00 exclusive 
of costs. : 

“43 Every employer shall pay to the 
City of Red Deer within one month af- 
ter notice by the Treasurer of the city 
the full amount of the service tax pay- 
able to the city by any employee of 
such employer, whether such tax has 
been previously demanded from such 
employee or not, and the amount ~ 
paid may be deducted by the employe 
from the wages or salary of the em- 
ployee. 

“(14) The service tax may be re- 
covered by suit in the name of the 
city as an ordinary debt from = any 
person liable to pay same, and may 
also be recovered by distress and sale 
of any personal property belonging to 
such person at any time after such

A delegation of over four hundred 
prohibition people of thé province re- 
ceived a splendid hearing before the 
Premier and members of the Cabinet 
a few days ago. Many parts of the 
vrovince were represented on_ this 
delegation. 

Rev. W°?G. Brown. President of the 
Social Service Council, presented the 
case for the prohibition people, empha- 
‘sizing the fact that the largely signed 
Moderation League Petition did i.ot 
represent the people. The General 
Secretary gave facts and figures re. 
the result of the referendum and the 
decrease of crime in the province. 
Mr. P. Baker, Vice-President of the 
U.F.A., gave a strong presentation of 
the desire of the farmers for more 
stringent prohibition. Rev. W. A. 
Smith, Moderator of the Conference 
of the Methodist Church, Rev. F. D. 
Roxburgh, Chairman of the Synod of 
the Presbyterian Church, and Rey. G. 
A. Clarke, of the First Baptist 
Church, Edmonton, spoke for their 
individual churches. Rev. Capt. Car- 
ruthers, stating that he represented a 
lurge section of the Anglican church, 
spoke strongly to the resolution. Mrs. 
Nellie McClung was the last speaker, 
and, as representing the women of the 
province, expressed confidence in the 
Premier himself as a strong prohibi- 
tlonist, but made some extremely forc- 
ible remarks regarding not onw the 
indifference of the general public, 
but the indifference of other members 
of the government toward the enforc- 
ement of the Liquor Act.

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THE RED DEER BILL 


The amendments to the Red Deer 
Bill were before the committee of 
the legislature on Wednesday of last 
week, and although the city did not 
get everything their own way, they 
got pretty nearly everything they 
wanted. 

The “service tax’ clause was pass- 
ed, allowing the city to tax all resi- 
dents over 21 years of age except mar- 
ried women living with their hus- 
bands. This year the tax will be due 
and payable July 1st, but after this 
year it will be payable after the first 
of January in each year. The tax 
will range from $5 to $25 per person. 
A cby-law passed by the Council will 
fix this rate. Any person who has re- 
sided in the city for. three months is 
liable to taxation. 

Beginning with January 1922, all 
buildings and improvements will be 
taxed to the extent of fifty per cent. 
of their actual value, as well as 
franchises. 

One ot the final clauses declares 
that all assessments heretofore made ! 
by the city are good and valid. : 

The draft of the bill as passed by 
the committee of the legislature will 
be foung in another column of this 
issue of The News. 

The taxing of improvements — will 
deter building operations in the city 
to a certain extent, just when many 
persons were contemplating  build- 
ing; but, on the other hand, it~ will 
stiffen the values of buildings now 
existing which have not’ for some 
time been valued at anything like 
their worth. 

The service tax will allow the Coun- 
cil to collect tuxes from a good many 
citizens who do not now pay = any- 
thing towards the upkeep of the city. 
In this respect the tax is a commend- 
able one. 
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SHORTAGE OF CAPITAL— 
A WORLD NEED. 
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One of the problems now being 
Srappled with, not only by Britain, 
but by the world, is the problem of 
unemployment. As far as Great Brit- 
ain is affected, says a leading English 
paper, it is very generally said that 
large numbers are idle because other 
nations cannot buy our goods, owing 
to the fact that their “Exchange” with 
us makes the price of British goods 
too high to allow of their purchase. 

This question of the Exchange, or 
the value of one country’s money in 
terms of another country’s money, 
cannot be explained in a paragraph. 
But every student of Political Econ- 
omy knows that the present situation 
of our would-be customers comes down 
to this. For a reason easily appre- 
ciated, they are unable to produce the 
goods they ordinarily sell to us as 
quickly and in such large quantities 
as we produce the goods we ordinarily 
sell to them. What is the reason for 
this inability on their part? It is the 
fact that, owing to the drain of war, 
they have not enough capital to re- 
invigorate their industries. Moreover, 
Britain, once a country in which capi- 
tal was rapidly accumulated, is now 
no longer able to lend a deal of sur- 
plus capital to other nations to help 
them to develop their industries, to 
produce goods freely, and thus to 
stimulate their demand for the goods 
we could give them in exchange for 
theirs. 

The world’s lack of capital is re- 
acting. disastrously on all countries in 
the world. About the need for capital 
there is no dispute. The controversy 
between the Socialist and the Indi- 
vidnalist is not a quarrel as to the 
need for eapital. dt is generally a 
quarrel as to who should own ft. Until 
the world's supply of working capital 


has been mide adequate present con- 
ditions, with the perpetual menace of 
pertods of unemployinent, must con- 


tinue. How then is the shortage of 
capital to be made good? A new 
supply will not come as did the man- 
na in the wilderness. There is only 
one way of building up the new fund of 
capital so urgently needed. It is by 
saving, by striving diligently and in- 
telligently to increase the margin be- 
tween what is produced and what is 
consumed. In the life of the average 
citizen, this is best done by a sensible 
use of the money at his disposal. The 
man who, possessing a reasonably 
sufficient income, is careful to pre- 
serve a portion of his earnings for 
wise investment is doing something 
to restore to the world that stock of 
capital without which — the nations 
cunnot flourish. This wise investment 
may be achieved through several chan- 
nels.

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NO TEARS FOR GERMANY 


The bailiff has gone into Germany 
for the purpose of applying force to 
compel obedience to the dictates of 
justice. The demands of the allied 
nations have been presented fairly 
and squarely; the administration of 
international justice has been tem- 
pered with mercy. Some would make 


the world believe that Great Britain 
and France, in particular, were 
trampling on a prostrate foe, when 


armies are sent to Germany on this 
occasion; just the kind of sympathy 
shown by that particular type of in- 
dividual who would send bouquets of 
flowers to a condemned murderer, 
caught red-handed in wholesale 
crime. 

Consideration of Germany's posi- 
tion today reveals three important 
facts. In the first place, Germany’s 
taxes are much less than those of 
France and Great Britain; this has 
been proven conclusively by publish- 
ed statistics. In the second’ place, 
Germany has not one acre of devas- 
tated lang to restore; Germany was 
willing to fight on ‘French soil 
when France was suffering the ruin 
of property and treasure, but Germany 
had no desire to fight on German soil 
then, nor does she offer any resis- 
tance now to the advance of allied 
troops. In the third place, Germany 
has no foreign debt. 

France has spent twenty billion 
francs on actual reconstruction of 
what Germany destroyed, and must 
spend another sixteen and a half Dil- 
lions this year. While France has 
been restoring devastateq territory, 
yermany has been reviving her manu- 
factures and shipping. 
1913, just before the war, Germany's 
trade with the United States was 
$533,000,000; in the year 1920 that 
trade amounted to $400.000,000. 

Germany has _ re-establisheq her 
shipping enterprises so that goods 
are now carried in German vessels to 
the United States, South America, 
Cuba, Mexico, Spain. Portugal, Baltic 
ports, British and Dutch Indies. Sev- 
eral of these countries are actually 
paying Germany a premium through 
the operation of the exciange in her 
favor. Being stripped of her armies 
and navies, Germany does not even 
have to pay for their upkeep. 

In order to meet the allied demands 
Germany will have to find this year 
only one-fourth of the sum_ Great 
Britain will have to find, and one- 
ninth of.the sum France will have to 
find as a direct result of the war. 

It is all well enough for Germany to 
pout and whine, but she cannot expect 
very tender treatment. Lloyd George 
was right when he said that the Ger-, 
man delegates did not seem to have 
the faintest grasp of the present situ- 
ation. 

As it stands, the war has left 
Germany with everything except mili- 
tary power; poor, unfortunate France 
has nothing except military power. 
Is there any reason under Heaven 
why German energy should not be 
drawn upon to the full extent in as- 
sisting to repair French damage. The 
penalties are mild compared with the 
enormity of the offence. 

Canada will not shed many tears 
over German woes unless she finds a 
good deal more to kick about than 
she has now. ©

The 
new scale of payments on account of 
membership fees is such that the gov- 
ernment will now give one dollar for 
every two dollars collected locally, 
up to a $75 maximum grant, whereas 
they havé been giving dollar for dol- 
lar up to a $150 maximum.

When: your- secretary wrote to me 
early this- month, .asking.-for a paper 
on a subject, to'be -read before: your 
Society,.something about- birds. first 
came. to my, mind... However, : there 
was..a@ suggestion in the letter that 
an account of-one of:my canoe ‘trips: 


[ must give your. secretary credit for. 
discriminating what I might have. in- 
flicted .upon this company, straight 


endeavor to be, a general description 
of the little known country” to the 
north of Lac la Biche, 

Leaving Edmonton via the Alberta 
and Great Waterways railroad on the 
morning of the 13th June, 1919, my 
friend Dick Engebretson and I had 
really commenced a trip which we had 
planned for nearly a year. | Our 
equipment consisted of a 16 foot 
canoe, small tent, plenty of blankets, 
camera, rifle and collecting gun, 
glasses, and food for at least three 
weeks, 

The train was crowded; about one 
half of the passengers detraineg’ be- 
fore Lac la Biche was reached, the 
balance continuing next morning for 
McMurray and points further down 
the great rivers, There were oil pros- 
pectors, drillers, Dominion surveyors, 
employees of Hudson Bay posts, in- 
dividual traders, mounted police and 
Roman Catholic priests, all crowded 
into the rickety old coaches. 

We arriveq at the village of Lac la 
Biche after dark, and as it was only 
a few weeks previous to this that 
the town had been nearly wiped out 
by a very disastrous bush fire, there 
was no place to sleep under cover, so 
most of the. travellers remained in 
the train for the night. As the train 
would not pull out in the morning be- 
fore ten o'clock, we planned to rise 
early, and take a walk to the Lake, 
which was less than half a mile from 
the station. 

It was sad indeed to see the désola- 
tion that was evident on all- sides 
from the effect of the fire. The 
townsite had been chopped out of a 
heavy growth of poplars and balm of 
gilead; all thé stores on both sides 
of the main street had been completely 
destroyed. As far as one could see, 
the same picture presented itself— 
tall poplars blackened and leafless, 
even the trees that were alive and 
green a few weeks before were in 
many cases half burned through. 

As this was just the height of the 
breeding season for most of our 
birds, the loss to them must have been 
enormous; nothing in the. way of 
nests or eggs in these woods could 
have escaped. 

We found later that this fire had 
raged for many miles in all  direc- 
tions, and from the consternation that 
was evident in all the birds which we 
saw, concluded that all the land birds 
at least must have suffered a total 
loss of their ‘nests, eggs and young. 
As we walked toward the Lake that 
mornine there were Robins, Least 
Flvcatchers, Wood Pewees and many 
others, not singing in their usual 
June ecstasies. There was a sadness 
fn their notes as they sat on the 
charred and leafless trees, and I 
thought if ever there was a_ time 
when the melancholv notes .of the 
Wood Pewee had their proper sat- 
ting. it was.right there. 

The question naturally arises,.what 
proportion of these birds nested 
again? No doubt many did, but some 
of the varieties would have to mig- 
rate manv miles before conditions 
would be found suitable. Would they 
know enough to move fifty miles? One 
cannot imagine a Vireo or an Oriole 
placing its nest out on the end of a, 
leafless branch, a Thrush making its 
nest op the bare exposed ground, 
Song Sparrows, White Throats and 
Juncoes building without any protec- 
tion whatever. Woodpeckers, Chicka- 
dees, Bluebirds, House Wrens and 
others that nest in holes of trees 
would have no difficulty in finding new 
homes. 2 

It would have been interesting to 
have visited that country later in the 
season, and note whether there was a 
shortage of birds, or if the re-produc- 
tion was great enough to make up the 
average. 

Leaving this interesting Lake and 
surroundings at 10 o’clock, we reach- 
ed Conklin, about 80 miles north of 
Lac la Biche, just before dark. Many 
times the train hag to back up so as 
to get a fresh start to make a_ stiff 
grade. The average speed over this 
part of the line was not more than 
ten miles an hour. Conklin is a 
trading post. and the centre of a band 
of Chepewan Indians, and is about one 
mile from the west end of Christina 
Lake. We were the only ones to get 
off here, and it was not long before 
our equipment was on the lake end of 
,_ Christina Lake is a 
beautiful expanse of water about 10 
miles long, and from one quarter of a 
mile to two miles in width, small 
streams enter it at both ends, and 
Jackfish River empties it at the north 
west corner. The country surround- 
ing is mostly muskeg, with sand ridges 
of jackpine every mile or so. The 
height of land lies south of the lake, 
and all the drainage is to the Arotic 
Ocean. There is very Httle land fit 
for agriculture, although potatoes and 
small fruit would do well on the 
sandy slopes. Some day vast areas 
of this level muskeg will be brought 
under cultivation, and the soil under- 
lying the upper vegetable growth 
should, when drained, yield heavily 
in oats and cultivated grasses. 

In the morning, when about to set 
out for the east end of the lake, we 
saw an Indian lifting his fish net, 
and bought a fine white fish about six 
pounds in weight for a quarter. He 
said the lake was full of whitefish, 
jackfish and suckers. 

As there was a favorable wind, we 
made a sail of our ground sheet, and 
by keeping close to the south shore of 
the lake, made splendid time, and ar- 
rived at the end of the lake for dinner. 
Since early in the morning the song of 
the Grinnels Water Thrush was al- 
ways within hearing. This was the 
first new bird for me, and an interest- 
ing one it was. Closely related to 
the large family of warblers, yet it 
has many of the traits of the sand- 
Pipers. They were very common 
through the country traversed the 
following week or s0. Two Bald 
Eagles and two Ospreys were seen 
flying high over the lake, a Pileated 
Woodpecker (our largest species of 
the Woodpecker family) was heard 
pounding on a dry stub not far from 
the shore. The Indians said they 
were quite common in all the larger

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woods, One could not but notice the 
absence of water birds on the lake, 
and this held good in all thé country 
north of Lac la Biche. 

‘The impression at home is that the 
north is the great breeding grounds 
for most of our ducks, but after this 
trip, and also one into the Peace 
River and Grand Prairie countries, 
I have concluded that the settled 
portion of Alberta, that is, the coun- 
try between Calgary and one hundred 
miles north of Edmonton, is the real 
summer home of most of our ducks. 
On all this water travel through riv- 
ers and lakes we did not see a Gad- 
wall, Widgeon, Redhead, Canvasback 
or Green Wing Teal, and very few 
mallards, spoonbills and others. Un- 
less the year 1919 was an exceptional 
one, we must revise our estimate of 
this north country as a source of re- 
plenishment for the older parts of the 
province, as far as most varieties of 
ducks are concerned. In passing, I 
might mention that a large tract of 
well watered country, commencing 
about 12:miles north of Camrose, has 
been set aside by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment as a bird sanctuary, under 
the provisions us the convention 
agreed on by the governments of 
Canada and the Uniteq States, re- 
migratory birds. No hunting = or 
shooting will be allowed, nor cutting 
of timber or hay; and as most of this 
preserve is rough and rolling country, 
with very few farmers’ within its 
limits, this should be a perfect haven 
for the nesting of most of our ducks 
and other water birds. 

The second night we camped at the 
Narrows, about half way up the Lake, 
on the return trip. Just north of our 
camping ground surveyors had run 
the base line between townships 76 
and 77. So far, the only animals 
seen were a couple of porcupines,’ but 
moose and deer tracks were plentiful 
ae fresh in the mud close to the 
lake, 


The Ruby Crowned Kinglet, the 
smallest of our Canadian birds, ex- 
cepting the Humming Bird, was in 


evidence at all times in anything that 
approached a tamarac muskeg, their 
wonderful three part song, as loud as 
the sparrows, is not heard frequently 
as far south as Red Deer, although a 
few summer here ang no doubt you 
are sometimes fortunate enough to 
get some portion of the song. The 
Lincoln Sparrow, not common in your 
district, was more numerous up there 
than any other bird of this family. It 
is truly a bird of the muskeg, and the 
further north we went the commoner 
they became. We camped one or two 
nights on the muskeg, and at day 
break the Lincoln Sparrows seemed 
to own and control most of the little 
patches of brush in that lonesome 
part of the world. From our camp I 
counted a dozen males singing. 
Towards evening we entered the 
short Jackfish River, which is about 
six miles long, and 75 feet wide, and 
were surprised when we ran _ into 
Christina River after an hour's pad- 
dling. 

The Christina River reminds me 
very much of your lovely Red Deer, 
about the same size, same depth 
below the surrounding country (in the 
upper stretches), flowing nearly as 
swiftly, with occasional rapids. Along 
its banks grow scattered spruce, balm 
and poplar, with very dense _ under- 
growth of willows and small birch. 
On one of our trips away from. the 
river we found over an acre of a large 
variety of ferns growing in a low damp 
place. The ferns were about three 
feet high, and were so luxuriant in 
their growth that even the spruce and 
wiilow had not been able to get a 
foothold in their domain. 

We measured some of the larger 
spruce close to the river, and found 
them to be four feet thick several feet 
from the ground. A new ‘tree to me 
was the Balsam, which seemed to be 
scattered sparsely on the flats. The 
oxbows of the river turns were all 
well timbered with poplar and balm, 
and if there is any truth in the report 
that our native Balm of Gilead lum- 
ber is suitable for the manufacture of 


furniture, there should be a_ good 
prospect of development along this 
line. 

On the third day about noon we 


came to the junction of the Winefred 
River which flows in from the east; 
it is not as large as the Christina. We 
followed this stream up for a few 
miles and camped for dinner. In the 
afternoon as we drifted down again 
we saw a beautiful black tail deer 
spring up from a grassy bank and 
gracefully lope off into the bush. 

The same day we came up to within 
a hundred feet of a cow moose and 
her calf. She had seen us nearing 
her well on to half a mile, and was 
as unconcerned as if we had been 
nothing but a drifting log. We pass- 
ed many Mergansers with their broods 
of young, one solitary Kingfisher was! 
seen, Bank Swallows had their nests 
in large colonies wherever the forma- 
tion of the river banks offered the 
right material. The Sapsucker was 
always with us, using a dead limb 
overhanging the river from which to 
make his flights, in flycatcher fash- 
ion, catching Insects on the wing; 
they had this act down to the same 
perfection as the Kingbird or any of 
the flycatchers. Franklins Grouse, 
Ruffed Grouse and Canada Jays were 
frequently seen and heard, during 
trips in from the river. 

The following birds were not seen: 
Swainsons Hawk. Meadow Lark, Ves- 
per Sparrow, and Catbird. Whether 
this was north of their range, or the 
conditions of the country did not 
suit them, I am not sure, but tha lat- 
ter supposition ia likely the more 
correct, as the Vesper and Meadow 
Lark {s plentiful on the Grand Prairie

Sir 
John Franklin ‘on one vf his trips 
came down this river. 

The only stopping place in MeMur- 
ray at the time’of our visit had: a, 
sign projecting from above the front 
door, “Hotel. Franklin,” named in 
ionour of the great explorer.~ , 

Fort McMurray is at the junction of 
the Clearwater and Athabaska rivers 
and has an. ideal townsite. Several 
large stores: were doing a considerable 
amount of business with the Indians, 
who had been gathering for weeks for 
the payment of the Treaty, which was 
to take place the day after,our arrival. 
The Commisisoner had grrived from 
McKay with his official staff to meet 
the Indjans, who were gaudily dress- 
ed in the brightest of colours for the 
occasion. Everything was now ready 
for the big event of the year, and the 
old Chief. interpreters, mushers, and 
traders of all kinds, moccasin clad, 
gathered early the following morning 
around the Commissioner's — tent. 
There were many points of interest 
brought up by the Chiefs, which had 
to be interpreteq for the Commission- 
er. The terrible effects of the flu the 
previous winter had made it neces- 
sary for the Commissioner to grant 
more money in many places, where 
the parents had been taken by the 
disease. There were points to be de- 
cided, whether a young Indian who 
worked in the village for a short time.

Jno. 14.1. 


The fourteenth chapter of John is a 
precios legacy to the church. It con- 
tains ery much that comforts the 
heart and builds up the life of 
Christ’s disciples. 

It zrow out of the experience of the 
Master, as His own soul was ‘“ex- 
ceeding sorrowful, even unto death.” 
It gives us an insight into His inner 
life cnabling us to understand the 
thing; which lay deepest in His life, 
the realities of His divine nature. 

The words of our text were spoken 
by the Master, on the eve of His 
crucifixion, just after He had made an 
announcement of three disheartening 
facts. First, that He was to be taken 
from His disciples; second, that one 
e* their own number was to betray 
Him; and, third, that another of their 
number was to deny Him. 

It {s not to be wondered at, then, 
that the hearts of the disciples were 
troubled, their souls distressed. 
“There is always one dark spot inthe 
sunshine of our happiness, ites the 
shadow of ourselves.” The shadows 
of selfishness take on a_ deeper 
shade when our lives are clouded by 
Gark passions of base treachery, and 
wilful sin. 

Into this universal experience the 
Master enters, and though His own 
soul is troubled, He brings a message 
of faith and hope, a gospel of peace 
and joy. We cannot think of any sor- 
row that comes to man that is not 
shadowed forth in the Cross of Christ. 
His sorrow interprets all suffering. 
In Him, we find the solution of all 
our problems. 

“The acknowledgment 
Christ, 

Solves for thee, all earthly problems, 

And has so far advanced thee to be 
wise.” 

Jesus bases His assurance of com- 
fort not on : mere change of circum- 
stances. He does not teach a spirit 
of stoicism. indifferent alike to pain 
or pleasure. He does not induce a 
feeling of aloofness from all earthly 
happenings and interests, which is 
often expressed in the saying, “This, 
too, shall pass away. He teaches us 
to ralate our whole lives to God. In 
the divine order expressed in the uni- 
verse Hes the secret of our happiness. 
The otie who truly believes in God 
is kept in perfect peace. We cannot 
fail to be truly optimistic if our out- 
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look is determined by the faith which 
was in Christ Jesus, if we really see 
things from His point of view—if in 
our. attitude toward life we follow His 
éxample. 

Growing out of our faith in God 
arise several comforting truths. ‘First, 
“In onr Father’s house are many man- 


sions.” In other words God's _pres- 
ence shall be made known. His 
continued care manifested in every 


nassing experience. “Though we take 
the wings of the morning and fiy unto 
the uttermost part of the earth,” even 
there we shall find Him. In time and 
eternity, in the living present and be- 
und the "Dim Unknown” the universe 
is the dwelling place of God and the 
home of His children. “We cannot 
drift beyond His love and care. Grow- 
ing up out of this abiding sense of His 
presence, is our faith in immortality. 
“In Him, we live, move, and have our 
being.” 

He receives us unto Himself. He 
takes us not only to His home, but to 
His heart and Himself. God is more 
interested in us than we can possibly 
be for ourselves, as the loving care of 
a true earthly parent has an interest 
in his children beyond. the ambitions 
and realizations of childhood. 

The promise of Jesus concerns It- 
self with greater usefulness for His 
disciples. “Greater works than these 
shall ye do, because I go unto the 
Father.” The spirit of self-reliance 
which Jesus imparts has made man 
feel at home in the world. He is 
living in a world of chance, but in a 
world governed by law and order. He 
is not forever to be oppressed by an 
overwhelming sense of mystery, but 
the mysteries of life are in themselv- 
es a challenge to the enquiring mind. 
He is Hivng ina world that may be 
known, under the guidance of a spirit 
who will lead him into all truth. The 
wonderful discoveries which have 
been made which have enabled man 
to master the forces of nature, to heal 
his diseases, or to carry out his pur- 
poses, are the result of a spirit of 
Divine. energy, daring, progressive, 
unfettered, as was the spirit of the 
Master Himself. Our knowledge of 
life is limited, indeed, if we cannot 
discover the presence of the Christ in 
the activities of mankind as truly in 
the twentieth century as in the first. 

The place of prayer is emphasized 
in this chapter also. Our conceptiog 
of prayer has undergone many chang- 
es. We realize that it is not merely 
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[esting God for things: “It Is not ’mere- 
ly “the fieeting breath that files be- 
z| yond this iron world and touches Him 
that made it.” “Rather it is a con- 
stant fellowship and co-operation with 
him, whose strength is seen working 


{tself out triumphantly in human 
weakness. 
And finally another comforting 


thought i. given in the closing words 
af the cha>ter. Christ’s legacy of 
Deace. 

With such ‘a heritage how can our 
hearts be troubled or afraid? Only, 
if we forget to ponder upon their 
precious truth. If in our selfish am- 
bition our wew of Hfe is distorted, and 
the rule of God becomes secondary to 
our persoual desires. 

“ [f unto our lives has come, tie 
faith of the Master, we may face the 
tutyre w'th our hearts undisturbed 
and our souls elated, with a courage 
sublime.

E. R. HANEY. MOVES. 
TO RED DEER 


(Coronation Review) 


One of the most familiar figures in 
this district moved to Red Deer on 
Friday last in the person of Mr. E. R. 
Haney. Mr. Haney came to Alberta 
in the year 1906, and after a short stay 
in Stettler, moved to this district, 
where, in 1907, he opened a store at 
what is now known as Haneyville, 
where in the position of postmaster 
and storekeeper he became acquainted 
with the niajority of ‘farmers of the 
district. who up to thut time were 
compelled to draw thelr provisions and 
goods from Stettler. 

When Coronation started in the fall 
of 1911, Mr. Haney moved his build- 
ings to town, and also built what Is 
now Dillon’s store, the Theatge and the 
Pool Hall. <At the first municipal clec- 
tion he was a candidate for Mayor and 
in 1913 he was a candidate for nomin- 
ation to the Provincial House. 

or the past few years he has spent 
his time in the theatre business and 
with his horses; his horses Nancy Bell, 
Fred Steele and Glenwood Boy, are 
all well-known locally and on the cir- 
cuit, and we understand his chief rea- 
son for moving to Red Deer is to be 
nble to train his horses in company 
with several other stables which are 
now established there. 

The many friends of Mr. Haney and 
his family wish them every success in 
their new home, and we trust that 
winen dhe fall Fair comes around we 
shall again see the familiar figure of 
Mr. Haney sitting behind one of his 
favorite horses. 


_ Prince Edward Island has attrac- 
tions for others than transient 
visitors. The island is a decidedly 
important economic factor in Can- 
ada’s aggregate wealth .and holds 
within its boundaries great sources 
of revenue as well as many unde- 
veloped potentialities. Not only is 
the land self-supvorting but in 
position to engage in a considerable 
export trade with its products. 

Within an area of 2,184 square 
miles, it has a population of about 
94,000 or twice as many persons to 
the square mile as anv other Cana- 
dian province. With the lowest ex- 
tremes of heat and cold of any pro- 
vince east of the Rockies, the Is- 
land has an admirable climate which 
makes possible a diversity of agri- 
cultural and animal husbandry pur- 
suits-under the most favorable con- 
ditions. 

Farming, fishing, fur-ranching, 
shipping and trading form the chief 
occupations of the island. Its small, 
poscetal intensive farmsteads num- 

er 14,369, and are extremely pro- 
ductive. The province is sometimes 
termed the “million acre farm,” and 
experts declare that the island could 
sur-port a population of two million 

eople. 

Practically all of it is under cul- 
tivation with farms varying from 
sixty to one hundred acres in ex- 
tent. Mixed farming is practised 
extensively and dairying is profit- 
able and popular. The farms of the 
province, per farm, it is claimed, 
possess four times as many cattle 
and sheep, six times as many swine, 
and nearly eight times as many 
oultry as any other province in the 
Bominion. 

There are on island farms propor- 
tionately more cattle than in any 
state in the U.~S. A. with the ex- 
cention of Iowa. Last year the agri- 
cultural yield of Prince Edward Is- 
land was about 693,000 bushels of 
wheat, 6,779,000 bushels of coarse 
grains. 6.926, 000 bushels of pota- 
toes, and 349,000 tons of hay and 
clover.

land has become known to the out- 
side world as the premier land of 
fox ranches, The domestic breed- 
ing of foxes originated there and the 
island has never ceased to maintain 
the ascendancy, exporting each year 
a large fur pack as well as large 
numbers of breeding animals, and at 
the same time, continually extending 
the number of existing ranches. 
During the past season for instance, 
more than a million dollars worth 
of silver fox pelts left the island 
shores, and in the same period half 
a million dollars worth of breeding 
stock found its way from the same 
source to ranches situated in every 
part of the globe. 

There are some four hundred fox 
ranches on the island with nearly 
six thousand pairs of black foxes, 
and about one thousand pairs of red 
foxes.

portant one. Lobster, salmon, cod, 
haddock, herring and mackerel are 
caught whilst the oyster culture is 
an important item in fishery rev- 
enue. Lobster is the most valuable 
of the sea products amounting in 
1919 to $538,979 out of a total rev- 
enue of $895,921. Cod was next 
with $120,307, and the oyster cult 
produced $30,562. Two hundred lob- 
ster canneries on the island produced 
more than $100,000 worth of goods. 

Charlottetown, the capital and 
commercial centre of the island, has 
a population of about 12,500. Oth- 
er towns are Summerside, Souris, 
and Montague, all quaint little 
burgs, with a charming old-world 
aspect, yet modern in activity. 

Prince Edward Island is indeed a 
land of fortunate possession, hav- 
ing all the beauty of the old word, 
with the wealth and potentiality 
of the new.

A change’ in our economic system 
is desirable; a change’ is ‘certainly 
coming, There is not justification for 
extreme wealth existing alongside of 
‘extreme poverty, These remarks 
from Alex. Ross,.M. L.A. at the 
Men’s Brotherhood, ‘Sunday after- 
noon, summed up the present indus- 
‘rial situation as it. appeared ‘to him. 
There was a fair attendance, in spite 
0’ the unfavorable weather. The ad- 
iress was modorate in tone, well reas- 
med ,and well received. 

R. L. Gaetz, introducing the speak- 
wr, expressed appreciation of Mr. Ross 
‘ourtesy in consenting to break in on 
us week end recess in the midst of 
he session that he might address the 
3rotherhood. 

Mr. Ross, in his opening remarks, 
referred to thé origin and develop- 
ment of the labor movement.  His- 
‘orians do not altogether agree on 
the time when it really bégan, but the 
speaker felt satisfied that the \move- 
ment originated in’ ancient civiliza- 
tion, the guilds of the Roman and 
Jrecian Empires. The Roman guilds 
were recognized and given certain 
vowers by the state. There --vere 
tuilds for various crafts, masons, 
‘rick-layers, tent-makers, and others; 
the chairman of the guild was the 
sontractor. The guild was quite ex- 
clusive, and at one time the members 
ite at a common table and had some 
‘eligious worship. The speaker 
‘hought that the ancient guilds had 
issisted the transformation from Pag- 
inism to Christianity. St. Paul, for 
‘nstance, was a member of the tent- 
nakers’ guild. 


MEDIEVAL GUILDS 


There is a gap, more or less diffi- 
ult to bridge, between the ancient 
zuild and the medieval guild of the 
nineteenth century, part of this time 
was spent in the “peaceful art of 
dghting” when there was no place for 
‘he craft. The medieval guild. was an 
association of craftsmen, men actu- 
ally employed in manufacture, as op- 
nosed to the Roman Guild, which was 
hased on slavery. There are relics 
‘hat show.the high quality of the 
workmanship of that day. Our term 
“alderman” is a relic of the old guild’ 
alderman. 

The merchant guild for distributing 
purposes grew up alongside the craft 
guild, and in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries became rich and in- 
fAuential politically. 

The modern trade union evolved of 
necessity. Capital owned the means 
of production; the union was organiz- 
ed for mutual protection and endeav- 
or and treated through its leaders. 
The union movement started in Great 
Britain in 1870, and though developing 
slowly at first, now has a following of 
five million workmen there. It orig- 
inated as a protest against capitalism. 


ORIGIN OF STRIKES 


In the early days of the union, the 
franchise was limited, and the work- 
ers had no vote in the affairs of gov- 
ernment. The: first: strike was in 
1834, when Robt. Owen organized a 
general union ‘on syndicalist lines” 
The strike was the only Weapon the 
workers had for many ‘years. The 
agitation for economic enfranchise- 
ment has made good progress in Brit- 
ain. In Great Britain from about 1918 
and 1919 the leaders found difficulty 
in holding the workers to steady poli- 
tical activity. The experience of the 
Soviet in Russia has curbed the more 
radical movement. Syndicalism 
stands for a disjointed state; social- 
ism would replace the state with a 
super-state. Labor is a potent factor 
in Great Britain; the situation in 
Canada is chaotic for lack of concert- 
ed action among the various schools 
of thought. International movements 
were making progress in Burope_ Le- 
fore the war, but when the war broke 
out national ties proved stronger t.an 
the international. 4 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE 


The craft union now is attacked 
from within as being too conservative; 
it is attacked from without as being a 
handicap. The future may mean a 
change of organization, but the 
struggle will go on as long as_ prolit 
fs the first consideration in industry. 
Anybody necessary to production is 
entitled to a fair return. It is not 
right that millions should be in idle- 
ness and want in the midst of a land 
of plenty. 

The guild will probably develop in 
an evolutionary process. The state 
may be governed by the co-operation 
of autonomous groups. The farmers’ 
unions are much like guilds. he 
next Alberta Legislature may have 
groups of farmers, professional men, 
labor, and others.

Mr. Ross stated thavit was true the 
Federal Government had not actually |: 
passed any legislation. There“ had 
been a dispute between the Dominion 
and Provincial houses as to the - re- 
sponsibility of each in this connection, 
but the Dominion government had 
now drawn up a memo defining their 
jurisdiction. The Dominion | will 
probably introduce some legislation 
this session on unemployment insur- 
ance and other subjects. 

The provinces have been delegated 
to regulate hours of labor, minimum 
wages and conditions of labor. The 
Attorney-General of Alberta, however, 
refuses to accept the re3ponsibility 
for regulating hours of labor. ‘The 
commisisons were appointed Jarzgely. 
as war emergencies. 


INDUSTRIAL WAR 


Mr. Ross contended that a real in- 
dustrial war is raging now on this 
continent. Europe is unable to buy 
for lack of money and the exchange 
conditions. We are over-supplied 
here, and capital is trying to force 
wages down to reduce the cost of pro- 
duction, to make more money and to 
get back into the European market 
with lower prices. He thought the 
governments were co-operating with 
capital in this regard. 

T. A. Gaetz enquired concerning the 
Dominion government memo, and Mr. 
Ross stated that it had been prepared 
by a sub-committee of the Executive 
Council at Ottawa; it may be neces- 
sary for Labor to appeal to the Privy 
Council to force the province to ac- 
cept the responsibility referred to. 

BR. G. Johns thought we were over- 
governed at Edmonton, and could get 
along very well without a cabinet at 
all. It is the permanent staff that 
really carry on the provincial busi- 
ness in any case. He enquired con- 
cerning the method of selecting rep- 
resentatives under the group system. 

Mr. Ross then dealt with propor- 
tional representation’ as the simplest 
solution. There might be some diffi- 
culty to work it in the sparsely set- 


Would bea voluntary alignment of the 
group in selecting representatives. 
There is bound to be conflicting ideas; 
no one can represent all the people in 
any case. He favored the continuance 
of an executive council, and contend- 
ed that a method of selection could be 
worked out.

The livestock film first showed the 
farmer collecting his live stock for 
merket and turning it over to the 
shipping agent. *-Upon being driven 
to the local stock yards, each animal 
is carefully marked with a serial 
number hei ve being mixed with other 
cattle for : ipment. 

After the rail. journey ‘to Winnipeg 
the stdck is placed on sale in the stock 
yards. The buyers come and the 
bunch is culled ang sorted according 
to frade, and then sold, and each-ani- 
mal weighed before being turned over 
to the purchaser. , 

The educational opportunity is not 
overlooked. Thé young man who ac- 
companies -the shipment to the yards 
is taken in charge by the Supt. of the 
U.G.G. Live Stock Department, and 
the stock in his charge are compared 
with some that have topped the mar- 
ket. In this way he’ is enabled to 
know the market requirements _ bet- 
ter. 

The financial end of the deal is 
shown by the preparation of a state- 
ment after the stuff is all sold. Each 
animal is accounted for, with the 
grade and price secured. A detailed 
statement of expenses is.given and a 
check {gsued for the balance. 

After what he has seen at the yards 
the young man is convinced that the 
home stock is not up to the standard. 
So when he returns home and hands 
his father the check, he tells him that 
they are not raising the right kind of 
stuff. They then proceed to sell off 
the scrubs. After deliberating with 
their neighbors, a pool is formed, and 
they bring in a co-operative shipment 
of choice breeding stock. 

And so the work goes on. By breed- 
ing, selecting and advantageous mar- 
keting, the live stock industry is be- 
ing developed. The efficiency of the 
methods employed will determine the 
success of the future.
